T. Berry came West, As a very young 
man before coming west Mr Berry 
had won the world championship for 
speed in roller skating, doing 5 miles 
in 19 minutes. The medal presented 
to him on this occasion comprises gold 
from every gold producing country in 
the world and is set in diamonds. Mr 
Berry also received a number of other 
very fine medals, won in different 
events, ‘The Geo, 'T. Berry racing 
skate is still being manufactured. 

After coming west Mr Lerry engag- 
ed in ranching for a number of years, 
It was during this time, that Mrs Gil!

Centre Dominating Party 

It the tederal Liberal party is doom- 
ed Lo lose thirty or forty seats in the 
hext lederal election, there is much to 
be said tor losing them in the central 
biovinces, according to the view of 
solue Commentators, During the last 
session the Liberal party here showed 
grave signs of becoming much more 
Tory in sentiment than it used to be, 
and the explanations which one got 
Was that the Liberal party was now 
dominated by Ontario and Quebec, in- 
Stead, as formerly, by western Cana- 
da and the Maritimes. Naturally, such 
a shift of influence would have pro- 
found effects on tariff policies and 
such things. In other words, it might 
be a healthy thing for the future of 
the Liberal party if its representation 
in Ontario and Quebec did fall a little 
80 long as it could maintain its 
Strength elsewhere, 

Indeed, one hears it said that if 
Premler Hepburn had not come out 
publicly with his renunciation of 
Mackenzie King leadership, it might 
have been necessary for the federal 
Prime minister or the Minister of La- 
bour in their turn to repudiate the la- 
bour doctrines of Messrs. Hepburn 
and Duplessis. Now that is probably 
unnecessary.
